OP A LONG LtPK. 


Death of Dr. Stephen Winyclte, 


There arq^ow pqoplo1 in.l)centtt'r,who 


have not seen Dr. Stephen Wiiigate— 
probably the oldest man in our city— 
and there are fow, ako, who will not be 
Interested in reading this briul sketch of 
the life that closed no peaool'ully at two 
o'clock this morning. 


Dr. Wingato was born nt Rochester, 


N. II., Sept. 29th, 1787, and was there- 
fore in his eighty-ninth year al Ike time 
of hifi death. In curly life hu was a trav- 
eling preacher in the Molhodiit Episco- 
pal church, but was forced to abandon 
tho pulpit on account of some throat 
trouble. It was this which induced him 
to begin tho study of medicine, and us 
he read ho became more iuid more inter- 
ested in the profession which ho after- 
wards engiigcd in as his life work. Ho 
was a practicing physician for over half 
i\, century, and only retired from the 
profession a fow years ago, when age lu.d 
madohim too feeble to bear its labors. 
ille was a soldier in tho war of 1812, and 
always took a deep inlctcsl iu the wel- 
fare of tho country.; - 


About twenty-five years ago he remov- 


ed from tho place where ho had resided 
so many years, Great Falls, N. II., to 
Decatur, and continucc; tolivoherounlil 
the tlm« of his death. Until ho was past 
80 years of ago he was a remarkably 
well-preserved man, and was a most 
charminglconverstttionalist—full of rem- 
iniscences of Uio days which .deem lo us 
youngslers to bo almost back in tho dark 
ages, lie wiw a constant reader, and 
alter he had retired from active life ho 
was a fri!i|uenl visitor nl tlio newspaper 
ofllcus, where he rend everything in the 
shape of current literature which tho 
exchange table afforded. 


He loaves a widow, nearly as old as 


himself, and four children—two sons 
and two daughters.
